VA Proclamation prohibiting the Importa- 
tion of Allome, and the Buying, or Spending 


thereof in any His Maieſties Dominions. 


SIXZ twelfth yeere of Our Reigne, foz fundzy cauſes therein expꝛelled; voee 
Mag lignified our expꝛeſle plealure, and ſtraightly inhibited, alwell the Pmpoz- 
tc nation, as the expente of any fozretne Allome Within any our Nealmes 02 
Dominions; thereby charging and commanding all perſons whatſoeuer,aſwell Dur naturall 
bozne Subiects, as Dentzens oꝛ Strangers, That none of them ſhould at any time then after 
attempt oꝛ pꝛeſume to bꝛing, oꝛ cauſe to be bzought into theſe Our Realmes of England, Scot- 
land, oꝛ Ireland, oꝛ into any other Our Domintons, oz into any the Poꝛts, Hauens, Creekes, oz 
plates of any of them, any Allome in greater oꝛ leſſer quantities, made oꝛ to be made in any foz- 
reine part oꝛ place whatſoeuer, oꝛ any Allome made here within this Kingdome, after that the 
lame had beene onte expoꝛted; vpon paine of fozfeiture of all and euery quantitie and quantities 
of Allomes, fo bꝛought, oꝛ tauſed to be bzought into Our ſaid Nealmes oꝛ Dominions, contrary 
to Pur Commandement ſignifiedin that behalfe, and alſo vponpaineof Our indignationand 
diſpleaſure, andofſuch further paines, penalties, andpuniſhments, as are therein mozeat large 
exp2efled. 
And wheras by a late Commiſſion awarded by Our Cõmandement to diuers perſons to en⸗ 
quire ⁊ examine vpon Qth, oꝛ other wile in ſundzy of the Noztherne parts plates ofthis Our 
Realm, ot the due obſeruatio # perfoꝛmante of the Pzemiſſes,it was manifeſtly pꝛoued, e certified 
by the returne ofthe ſaid Commiſſion, That Our Royal wile pleaſure ſo often publiſhed in that 
behalfe, hath not beene accozdingly obeyed andobſerued; but that thꝛough the negligente and 
conniuence ofſome officers, and others in the ſenerall Pozts and Creekes of this Kingdome, 
there is as great a Commerte, and Jntercourſle maintained between the Impoꝛters of foꝛreme 
Allome, and ſundꝛie Tradeſmen, the Buyers and ſpenders of Allome, as ifthe ſame had not at 


all been by Us inhibited, and reſtrained. Wee therekoꝛe being ſenſible ofthe neglect of Our aid 


foꝛmer Pꝛoclamations publiſhed in this behalfe, haue thought good to reuiue, and renew the 
ſame: And doe hereby ſignifie and declare, vnto all and euery Our louing Subiects,and others, 
Our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure to bee; That Our ſaid fozmer Pꝛoclamations, and euery Claule, 
Inhibition, and Pꝛohibition, oꝛ anpother thing therein conteined , ſhall bee from hencefoozth 
duely obſerued and obeyed , vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and to inturre luch further pe⸗ 
nalties and puniſhments, as wee, oꝛ Our pꝛiuie Councell, oz our Treaſurer of England foz the 
time being, ſhall thinke fit to impoſe vponalland euery the offenders and delinquents in that 
behalfe. And further wee will, That the Buyers, and Traders in Allomes ſo impoꝛted, oꝛ to 
bee impoꝛted, as afoꝛeſaid, ſhallincurre and ſuſtame the uke penalties, puniſhments and fozfet- 
tures, as the Impoꝛters of the lame are, oꝛ ought to incurre by vertue oꝛ tenour ot Our ſayde 
fozmer Pzoclamations. And that all ſuch Searchers,and Officers in all and euery Our Poꝛts, 


by whole meanes, tonntnentie, oꝛ negligence , ſuch Allome,asafozeſayd, is os ſhall be ſuffered, oz - 
cauſed to bee landed, ſold oꝛ ſpent within our lald Realmes oz Dominions, after due pzoofe ſhall = 
be thereofhad,madeand certified by Commiſſioners appointed oꝛ to be appointed in that behalfe, 
oꝛ otherwiſe ſhall be left to the diſcretion of Pur high Treaſurer of England foz the time being, 
to be byhim puniſhed, by the loſſe of his oꝛ their office oꝛ place, oz deimpalonment, oꝛ other wile, 
foꝛ ſuch his oꝛ their negligence oꝛ offence in the pzemiſles. 

And wheras by the diſburſements and expente oklund x great ſummes ol money, by Us here⸗ 
tofoꝛe made in and about the laid Allome woꝛkes in this Dur Realme che lame are now bzought 
to ſuch perkettion, as that they doe annually yeeld, not onely a ſuffitient quantity of Allome, fo 
the neceſſary vſe and ſeruice of Our own Realmes and Dominions, but alſo a ſurpluſage of good 
quantitie to be tranſpoꝛted into foꝛreine parts foꝛ ſupplie of their wants: we mindingthe main. 
tenante of our ſaid Allome woꝛkes, and intending to pꝛouide foꝛ the lame; Doe therefoꝛe ſtraitiyp 
tharge and tommaund, That no foꝛreine Allome, noꝛ any Engliſh Allome, that ſhall bee once 
tranſpoꝛted, and afterwards returned from foꝛreigne parts, ſhall be bought, ſolde, bttered, 02 
ſpent within any Pur Realmes oꝛ Dominions, other then ſuch Engliſh Allome, as heretofoꝛe 
hath beene, oꝛ hereafter ſhall be made by our Agents, Deputies, oꝛ Factoꝛs at Pur owne Allome 
wozks; and which hath not beene already tranſpoꝛted and returned, as is befoꝛe foꝛbidden. And 
Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge, and command all and ſinguler perſon , and perſons, as well Our 
naturall boꝛne Subiects, as Dentzens oꝛ Strangers, Merchants, Marriners, Artificers,and 0- 
thers; That none ofthem, noꝛ any other perſon whatſoener doe attemptheereafcer to impoꝛte, 
bup, ſell, 02 vent, 02 cauſe to bre impoꝛted, bought, ſold, oz vented, any ſuch fozreigne, ozEngliſh 
Allome, as is befoze mentioned 02 fozbidven to be impoꝛted, ozſolde, as afoꝛeſaſd, vpon paineof 
.fozfeiture of all ſuch Allome , to be ſet5ed to Our ble; And foꝛ want of ſuch ſetzure, to foꝛfeit the 
value of all ſuch Allome, as ſhall be ſo impoꝛted, oꝛ tome to their oꝛ any ot their hands, oꝛ poſſel- 
ſion, oꝛ bought, ſolde, ſpent, oꝛ vented by them oꝛ any ol them, and vpon ſuch further penalties, 
and puniſhments , as wee, oz Our Pziuie Counſell, oz Our Treaſurer foz the time being ſhall 
thinke fit to inflict vpon enery ſuch offendoz, And foꝛ the better finding out and diſcouery of the 
ſaid offendo2s ; Mee are well pleaſed, and doe hereby require and command, That Our Treaſn- 
rer, Chantelloꝛ, and Barons ot Our Exchequer foꝛ the time being, ſhaland may awarde ſuch, 
and ſo many Commiſſions, as they ſhall thinke meete to be directed to diſcreete and lit perlons in 
all, oꝛ any Our Poꝛts, oꝛ elſewhere, to inquire of and examine vpon oath, oz otherwile all ſuch 
perſons, as are oꝛ ſhall be ſuſpected to haue heeretofoze offended, oꝛ which heerealter ſhall offend 
againſt this oꝛ our foꝛmer pPꝛotlamations in this behalte, oz any other perſon ozperſons whatſo⸗ 
euer foꝛ the better finding out, and dilcouerie of the ſaid offences, and offendozs, as is befozemen- 
tioned. To the ende that as well the Impoꝛters or all ſuch Allome, as the Buyers, Sellers, 
Spenders, and KNeteiuers thereot map reteiue ſuch tondigne punichment, dy fine oꝛ other wiſe foꝛ 
their offences,as by Our laid Treaſurer of England foꝛ the time being, oꝛ by Sur Court of Exche- 
quer ſhall be thought fit. And in tale ſuch Allome hall not oꝛ cannot be taken oz found to be ſei⸗ 


ed: That then euery ſuch offender ſhal foꝛfeite and pay to the hands ol Our Agent, oꝛ Agents in 


London in this behalte, the full value of ſuch Allome, as the laid offendoꝛs heeretofoze haue o: 
heereafter ſhall haue impoꝛted, bought, ſolde, vented, oz reteiued, as afoꝛeſaid: And Our further 
will, and pleaſure is, and Mee doe heereby declare, that whatſoeuer Our ſaid Treaſurer, oꝛ ur 
ſaid Agent, oꝛ Agents haue already done, oꝛ ſhal do hereafteragainſt any offendoꝛ dꝛ offendoꝛs in 
requiring, and taking the fozfeiture of any Allome, oꝛ the value thereof ſo impoꝛted. oꝛ bttered, as 
afozeſatd, oz in the mitigating and tanning any leſſe ſome then the value of the lame of any ſuch of: 
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kender in the pꝛemiſles oꝛ other wile , attoꝛding to 5 good diſcrett6 of Our laid Treaſurer,Agent, 
02 Agents, ue do, E wil from time to time appꝛoue ⁊᷑ allow of by thele pzeſents, And this lignifi- 
cation of our pleaſure, ſhalbe aſwel vnto our ſaid Treaſurer, Agent. Agents koz the time being. 
as vnto all ⁊ euery ſuch Comiſſioner,# Commiſſtoners,as haue heretofoze been, oꝛ hereafter ſhal 
be imhloyed in 02 about this Our ſeraice,a ſufficient warrant,and diſcharge in that behalfe,with- 
out anyaccount to be by them,o any ofthe, reſpettiuely yeelded to Us, Our Heres, o2 Ducecel- 
ſoꝛs, and without incurring any penaltie in the doing and executing this Our ſeruice, and Royal 
Commandement. And fozaſmuch as heretofoze diners great quantities of Allome hauebeene 
impoꝛted into this Realme, vnder the name and names ol ſundzy pooze Mariners and others, 
which are not able to pay the value therof, noꝛ giue ſatiſfaction foꝛ the ſame; Dur will and plea⸗· 
ſure is, the better to auoid ſuch frauds, and deteits in the time to tome, That in whatſoeuer 
Ship oz Ueſſell any ſuch Allome in greater oꝛ leſſer quantitie ſhall de found, oz diſcoueredto be 
ſo impoꝛted, and to be ſhifted away that ſeizure thereof cannot de made; That then ſuch Mari 
ners, oꝛ others, who ſhall ſo impoꝛt, oꝛ colour the ſaid Allomes, ſhall not onely be puniſhed as a⸗ 
foꝛeſayd, but that enery Maſter, oꝛ Owner of ſuch Ship oz Ueſſell, wherein ſuch Allome ſhall 
be ſo impoꝛted and ſhifted away, as afoꝛeſaid, ſhal foꝛfeit to Usthe value ofthe ſame Allome : And 
that ſuch Ship oz Ships ſhall bee arreſted, and ſtayed by the officers of euery Pozte reſpectine- 
ly, vntill the ſaid foꝛfeiture be duely anſwered, and payde to the hands of Our ſayd Agent 02 A- 
gents, oꝛ ſuch others as they ſhall appoint in that behalfe. And foz the better execution ofthe pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes, Wee doe ſtraitly charge, and commandall Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Shiriffes, Con- 
ſtables, Headbozoughs, Tithingmen,and all other Our Officersand Miniſters, aſwell of Our 
Admiraltie, as other wile, and all other Our louing Subtects ,to whom it ſhall, oz may apper- 
taine, That they and euery of them at all time and times hereatter, and from time to time be ay- 
ding and aſſiſting to Our ſaid Agent, and Agents, and to ſuch our Commiſſioners , as ſhall bee 
from time to time appointed, foz oꝛ about this Our ſeruice; And allo to bee from time to time ay 
ding and aſſiſting to all our Cuſtomers, Collectoꝛs, Searchers, Waiters, and to all ſuch other 
perſon and perſons,as ſhall be authoꝛiſed by Our ſaid Agent, oꝛ Agents, foꝛ the ſearching ſetzing, 
taking, and carrying away of all uch Allome impoꝛted, oꝛ hereafter to bee impozted, contraryto 
this Pur Royal Pꝛohibition and Commandement : And it any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhalbe found 
pꝛiuilp, oꝛ ſecretly to oppoſe,oꝛ animate any others to contradict ,o2 withſtand them , in the due 
execution of this Our ſeruite and Royal Commandement That then wee doe by thele pꝛeſents 
ſtraitly charge and command, all and enery Our ſaid Officers reſpectinely , That euery ſuch per- 
ſon oꝛ perſons,ſhal be appꝛehended t bꝛought befoꝛe Our Treaſurer foꝛ the time being, to reteine 
ſuch oꝛder and condigne puniſhment ,as ſhall be thought meete to be inflicted vpon him oz them 
foꝛ the ſame. |
